tagalog, being the greatest language in my nation 
which has many languages, this new alphabet which 
i has invented is perfect in form and in function 
for tagalog language. 

is there a need to have new letters for tagalog 
language? yes, there is. speakers of tagalog have 
been borrowing the letters of Spanish language and 
english language to write in tagalog language, but 
tagalog language does not belong to the language 
family of Spanish or of english so it is not related 
linguistically to Spanish or to english and because 
of this tagalog must not continue to borrow letters 
from Spanish and from english. the second reason 



for the need for new letters for tagalog language is 
that tagalog language must have unique and 
different alphabet to use in writing or in preserving 
tagalog words. Chinese has its own way of writing 
and so do Japanese and korean and hebrew and 
arabic and so tagalog must have its own way of 
writing. 

the following are the new letters that form the 
sounds of tagalog language and these letters are 
linguistically perfect in form and in function, each 
letter represents a tagalog sound, in transliterating 
these letters into roman letters the letter x is used 
for the glottal unvoiced sound and the letter q for 
the velar nasal sound which is ng in other 
orthography, the new alphabet of tagalog which i 
has invented consists of sixteen letters only which
